Docmnent A2 discloses technology which can delete the excessive fill bit in the coded 
data according to the performance of the receiver in fax communication. (Fig. 1 and lines 32- 
47 of right portion of page 2.) 

Document A3 discloses technology which can shorten the data coded by adding a 
discernment code after an end code in a fax communication. (Fig. 2 and lines 21-39 of right 
portion of page 2.)
